ing  to  Kuwait,  where  he  will  meet 
C/S  troops.  ■ 

Security  for- today's  ceremony 
will  be  extremely  tight.  Through- 
out the  country,  some  15,000  po- 
lice officers  have  been  mobilized. 
Police  Inspector-General  Assaf 
Hefetz  said  Hamas  might  try  to 
stage,  an  attack,  but  Rabin  told 
NBC  Television  that  Israel  had  no 
concrete  evidence  of  any  planned 
attack. 

The  ceremony  will  begin  with 
King  Hussein's  arrival  at  the  Jor- 
danian side  of  the  border  crossing 
to  welcome  President  Ezer  Weiz- 
man.  Rabin,  and  Foreign  Minister 
Shimon  Peres. 

Clinton  will  mingle  with  the  oth- 
er leaders  in  a huge  Beduin  tent 
made  of  black  camel  hair. 

The  masters 
of  ceremonies - 
will  ask  them  to 
proceed  to  a 
raised  podium, 
where  they  will 
observe  a min- 
ute of  silence 
for  those  who 
died  in  the  wars 
between  Israel 
and  Jordan.  A 
Jordanian  and 
an  Israeli  will  recite  verses  from 
the  Koran  and  Torah. 

Rabin  and  Jordanian  Prime 
Minister  Abdul  Salam  Majali  will 
sit  at  an  oval  table.  Clinton  and 
King  Hussein  will  stand  nearby. 
Majali  and  Rabin  will  then  sign 
the  treaty,  which  Clinton  will  sign 
as  a witness. 

Four  grandchildren  of  Jordani- 
ans and  Israelis  killed  in  the  Six 
Day  War  will  present  flowers  to 
Clinton,  Rabin.  Hussein,  and 
Weizman.  Five  generals  who 
fought  each  other  will  also  ex- 
change gifts. 

Hussein  and  Rabin  will  speak 
and  exchange  gifts.  Clinton  will 
also  give  an  address.  Crown 
Prince  Hassan.  Christopher,  Na- 
tional Security  Adviser  Anthony 
Lake,  and  top  US  Middle  East 
aides  will  attend,  as  will  Queen 
Noor.  Hillary  Clinton,  and  Leah 

Rabin.

KHALED  Qutob.  a Jordanian 
driver  for  Avis  in  Amman,  was 
enthusiastic  yesterday. 

Unlike  most  of  his  compatri- 
ots. Qutob  initiated  conversa- 
tions with  Israelis  he  met  at  the 
general  rehearsal  at  the  crossing 
point  just  north  of  Eilat  and 
Akaba. 

"This  is  a momentous  occa- 
sion.’’ said  Qutob.  "We  are  all 
sick  of  wars  and  bloodshed  and 
want  peace.  1 have  to  think  of  mv 
children. 

"I  never  thought  I would  be 
sitting  here  next  to  Israelis.  Once 
I used  to  think  they  were  very- 
bad  . But  now  1 think  I can  get 
used  to  Israelis  and  see  ties  be- 
tween the  two  countries." 

His  colleague  Sainh  agreed, 
and  enquired  when  Israelis 
thought  Jordanians  would  be 
able  to  cross  the  border. 

*T  want  to  see  Jerusalem,  of 
course."  he  said,  adding  that  he 
would  wait  for  King  Hussein  to 
visit  the  holy  sites  first. 

Meanwhile,  the  general 
rehearsal  was  a washout. 
Literally. 

A brief  shower  and  sandstorm 
left  the  ceremony  area  thick  with 
mud.  stained  the  red  carpet,  and 
blew  down  hundreds  of  the  care- 
fully placed  while  chairs  in  a 
domino  effect. 

Equipment  was  not  damaged, 
as  it  had  been  placed  under  the 
only  covered  area  at  the  site,  the 
VIP  tent. 

Today's  show  will  go  on  rain  or 
shine,  though  rain  is”  not  expect- 
ed. The  two  military  bands  prac- 
ticed their  own  national  an- 
thems. They  will  play  the  US 
anthem  together. 

Emcees  Haini  Yavin  and  his 
Jordanian  counterpart.  Marwan 


Muasher.  went  over  their  lines, 
and  the  crowd  of  spectators  at 
the  rehearsal  stood  and  sat 
through  the  anthems,  speeches, 
psalms,  koranic  verses,  and  the 
presentation  of  bouquets  by  the 
obligatory  two  young  girls  - the 
Israeli  and  Jordanian  grand- 
daughters of  Six  Day  War 
victims. 

Hundreds  of  journalists,  film 
crews,  and  photographers  de- 
scended on  Eilat  to  prepare  to 
cover  today’s  signing  ceremony 
at  the  Arava  border  crossing. 

Eilat  residents,  however,  did 
not  go  out  of  their  way  to  paint 
the  town  or  hang  flags. 

"Eilat  residents  are  very  apa- 
thetic." said  the  clerk  at  a car- 
rental  office.  "They  won’t  bother 
to  show  what  they’re  feeling,  but 
everyone  is  very  happy  and  I 
think  it  will  be  a good  thing  to 
have  peace." 

Apart  from  the  heat,  the  impo- 
sition to  be  faced  by  those  sitting 
through  the  ceremony  under  the 
completely  unshaded  midday  sun 
wilt  be  the  powerful  smell  of  the 
sewage  treatment  plant  at  the  en- 
trance to  the  site. 

Throughout  the  day.  hitches 
other  than  the  rain  occurred. 

Most  of  the  colored  balloons 
scheduled  to  be  released  at  the 
ceremony  escaped  to  freedom  a 
day  early. 

And  a long  argument  over 
which  country  should  fire  the  ex- 
tra round  of  "the  21-canon  salute 
was  only  settled  in  the  afternoon, 
when  it  was  decided  that  Israel 
will  fire  10  rounds  and  the  Jorda- 
nian 11. 

"The  main  thing  is  that  we 
don’t  shoot  each  "other  for  a 
change.’’  quipped  Government 
Press  Office  Director  Uri  Dromt.-

Arafat  trumpets 


PLO  claim  to  J’lem 


JERUSALEM  is  the  capital  of  the 
coming  Palestinian  state  and  who- 
ever doesn't  like  it  can  “go  drink 
Gaza  sea  water."  PLO  Chairman 
Yasser  Arafat  told  3.000  cheering 
Gaza  students  yesterday. 

Arafat,  speaking  at  the  PLO- 
financed  Azhar  University,  next 
door  to  the  larger  Hamas-oriented 
Islamic  University,  said  in  a refer- 
ence to  recent  Hamas  attacks.  "1 
tell  those  who  are  making  opera- 
tions here  and  there,  they  should 
remember  we  are  making  a recon- 
ciliation agreement.  We  should 
respect  it  because  the  Prophet 
Mohammed  respected  his  recon- 
ciliation with  the  atheists  ...  This 
is  the  stage  of  the  great  jihad  to 
construct  our  homeland  of  Pales- 
tine and  Jerusalem  its  capital." 

Arafat  took  aim  at  the  Israeli- 
Jordanian  peace  treaty,  which  he 
has  said  undermines  Palestinian

claims  to  Jerusalem. 

"It  should  be  dear  that  there 
are  some  people  trying  at  the  mo- 
ment to  play  games  ...  1 say  ro 
them,  hear  usT  Jerusalem  is  not 
merchandise  that  can  be  bought  or 
sold."  Arafat  said  in  a dear  mes- 
sage to  both  King  Hussein  and 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin. 

Israel's  recognition  of  Jordan's 
"present  special  role  in  Moslem 
holy  shrines  in  Jerusalem"  and  the 
"high  priority"  of  this  role  in  fu- 
ture talks  on  Jerusalem  has  infuri- 
ated Arafat. 

Fatah  activists  in  Palestinian 
towns  broadcast  messages  from 
cars  yesterday  announcing  a 
strike.  In  Hebron,  a loudspeaker 
blared  out.  “Tomorrow  will  be  a 
general  strike  because  of  the 
cursed  agreement  between 


Israel  and  Jordan." 

Hamas  supports  Arafat  in  strik- 
ing against  the  agreement.  But 
there  are  differences.  While  the 
PLO  accuses  Jordan  of  denying 
Palestinian  sovereignly  over  the 
Moslem  holy  places  in  Jerusalem. 
Hamas  is  more  flexible  on  Jerusa- 
lem. since  in  principal  it  demands 
only  Islamic  control  of  the  dty. 
However.  Hamas  is  against  any 
Arab  state  making  a formal  treaty 
with  Israel,  which  also  compels  it 
to  confront  the  PLO's  agreement 
with  Israel. 

A Hamas  leaflet  said  the  treaty 
‘ endangered  the  Arab  and  Islamic 
peoples"  and  opened  the  entire 
Middle  East  to  Israeli  “political, 
economic,  and  cultural  control.” 

Arafat  was  to  leave  for  Cairo 
later  to  meet  this  morning  with 
Egyptian  President  Hosni  Mubarak 
and  LfS  President  Bill  Clinton. 


Knesset  okays  treaty  105  to  3 


THE  Knesset  yesterday  approved 
the  peace  agreement  with  Jordan 
by  an  overwhelming  majority  of 
105  to  three,  with  six  ahstentions. 

The  negative  votes  were  from 
Moledet;  the  abstention*  were 
Hunan  Porat  (NRP1  and  Ariel 
Sharon.  Do\  Shilansky.  Michael 
Eitan.  Limor  Lrinji  and  Ron 
Nahman  (Likud). 

The  12-hour  debate  on  the 
agreement,  however,  appeared  to 
arouse  little  interest  among  the 
MKs.  Only  about  to  MK>  showed 
up  for  Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Ra- 
bin's opening  statement,  and  for 
much  of  the  debate,  a scant  half- 
dozen  MKs  were  present  in  the 
hall.  At  many  points  during  the 
debate,  no  representative  of  the 
government  was  present. 

Rabin  opened  his  speech  by  re- 
calling the  history  of  bitter  conflict 
with  Jordan. 

“To  the  fallen,  and  to  you.  the 
living,  this  peace  is  dedicated."  he 
said.  "The  politicians  wrote  it. 
You  fought  for  it." 

He  added,  however,  th.it  "The 
dialogue  between  us  and  the  Jor- 
danians... on  both  sides  of  the  Jor- 
dan. has  virtually  never  ceased  for 
the  past  70  years,” 

With  regard  to  the  agreement 
itself.  Rabin  noted  that  the  1949 
cease-fire  lines  had  been  taken  as 
the  border,  with  minor  adjust- 
ments on  both  sides. 

"Neither  of  the  two  countries 
gave  up  a single  square  centimeter 
in  comparison  to  this  borderline." 
he  said.  “This  peace  has  no  losers. 
In  this  peace,  we  are  all  winners." 

Rabin  also  stressed  the  fact  that 
Israeli  farmers  will  continue  to  be 
able  to  work  cultivated  lands 
which  have  reverted  to  Jordan  - 
though,  he  clarified,  this  is  not  a 
leasing  arrangement. 


EVELYN  GORDON 
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Likud  faction  chairman  Moshe 
Katsav.  the  lead  speaker  for  the 
opposition,  said  his  party  wel- 
comed the  agreement  with  Jor- 
dan. and  would  support  it  despite 
its  many  flaws. 

"This  is  without  doubt  a historic 
moment  in  the  history  of  the  Jew- 
ish people."  he  said.  "This  is  an- 
other stage  in  the  victory  of  the 
Zionist  idea." 

However,  most  of  his  speech 
was  devoted  to  at  tacking  pans  of 
the  agreement  with  which  he  dis- 
agreed - particularly  the  granting 
of  special  status  to  Jordan  in  Jeru- 
salem's holy  sites. 

"Do  the  Jews,  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple... have  no  rights,  no  standing 
on  the  Temple  Mount,  now  or  any 
time  in  the  future?"  he  demanded, 
noting  that  only  a day  before  the 
signing  of  the  agreement,  the  Jor- 
danian prime  minister  had  an- 
nounced that  Jerusalem  was  the 
capital  of  Palestine. 

Katsav  also  criticized  the  agree- 
ment for  stating  that  the  Jordan 
River  represented  the  border  be- 
tween Jordan  and  the  adminis- 
tered territories,  with  no  state- 
ment as  to  the  meaning  of  this 
border  for  Israel. 

The  agreement  also  unnecessar- 
ily and  unwisely  saddles  Israel 
with  partial  responsibility  for 


Arab  refugees.  Katsav  charged, 
and  it  fails  to  prohibit  the  station- 
ing of  foreign  troops  in  Jordan. 

Party  chairman  Binyamin  Ne- 
tanyahu. however  - though  also 
citing  the  defects  - emphasized  the 
positive. 

“This  is  fundamentally  a good 
agreement,  an  agreement  that  will 
bring  peace.”  he  said.  “It  does  not 
entail  territorial  concessions...  it 
doesn't  entail  bringing  in  foreign 
soldiers." 

"The  advantages  of  the  agree- 
ment clearly  outweigh  its  de- 
fects." he  added. 

Representatives  of  Hadash  and 
the  DAP  were  also  unhappy  with 
granting  Jordan  a special  role  in 
Jerusalem,  since,  they  said,  east- 
ern Jerusalem  belongs  to  the  Pal- 
estinians. but  they  expressed  gen- 
eral support  for  the  pact. 

Moledet  was  the  only  faction  to 
come  out  explicitly  against  the 
treaty". 

“We  are  for  peace  with  the  Ar- 
abs... but  not  at  the  price  of  land, 
water  and  control  of  the  Temple 
Mount  in  Jerusalem."  said  the 
party’s  leader.  Rehavam  Ze'evi. 

Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres, 
who  responded  for  the  govern- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  speeches, 
tried  to  calm  some  of  the  fears. 

“Tuc  problem  of  the  refugees 
will  be  solved  only  in  a regional 
framework  - not  by  upsetting  Isra- 
el’s demographic  balance,”  he 
said. 

“It  is  inconceivable  that  we 
would  turn  Jerusalem  into  Ber- 
lin," he  continued.  “No  wall  will 
be  erected  in  Jerusalem...  It  is  the 
capital  of  Israel,  under  Israeli  sov- 
ereignty... but  there  is  no  better 
way  to  resolve  disputes  [about  re- 
ligion J...  than  reliance  on  the  sta- 
tus quo."

SECURITY  forces  arrested  sever- 
al dozen  suspected  Hamas  activ- 
ists in  Nablus  and  surrounding  vil- 
lages Monday  night. 

The  videotape  of  the  Tel  Aviv 
bus  bomber  was  released  in  Nab- 
lus by  Hamas  supporters.  Arrests 
were  made  in  Beit  Furik.  Beit  Da- 


jan,  and  Kirbat  Beit  Hassan.  Two 
mosques,  in  Nablus  and  Tamoun. 
were  searched.  Palestinian 
sources  said.  Military  sources 
would  not  comment  on  arrests. 

Two  people  were  also  arrested 
in  Bir  Nabala,  where  Sgt.  Nah- 
shon  Wachsman  was  held. 


DAMASCUS  (Reuter)  - Syria 
said  yesterday  it  would  have  pre- 
ferred that  US  President  Bill  Gin- 
ton  visited  Israel  before  coming  to 
Syria,  so  he  could  bring  Damascus 
an  Israeli  acceptance  of  what  it 
called  its  peace  requirements. 

The  official  English-language 
daily  Syria  Times  welcomed  Gin- 
ton’s  visit  and  expressed  hope  that 
he  would  succeed  in  moving  for- 
ward the  stalled  Syrian -Israeli 
peace  talks. 

“Given  the  schedule  of  Presi- 
dent Clinton’s  trip  to  the  region, 
we  wish  that  the  president  had 
decided  to  visit  Israel  before  com- 
ing to  Syria,  to  bring  along  Israel’s 
acceptance  of  the  objective  re- 
quirements of  peace  that  have 
been  put  forward  by  Syria."  the 
newspaper  said. 

“These  requirements,  it  should 
be  noted,  stress  the  necessity  of 
security  for  all  and  peace  for  all.” 
it  added. 


Hinton's  decision  to  visit,  the 
paper  said,  “is  a very  important 
decision  that  could  create  a new 
beginning  to  the  process  of  inten- 
sifying efforts  towards  progress' in 
the  Arab- Israeli  negotiations,  that 
wifi  not  allow  Israeliintrahsigence 
to  derail  the  peace  process....” 

“Syria  is  ready  to  listen,”  the 
paper  said. 

Clinton  will  arrive  in  Damascus 
from  Amman  tomorrow  morning 
as  part  of  his  Middle  East  tour, 
and  meet  with  President  Hafez 
Assad. 

Clinton  has  already  warned 
against  expecting  spectacular  re- 
sults from  his  talks  in  Syria. 

Assad  recently  said  that  Damas- 
cus was  determined  to  achieve  a 
just  and  comprehensive  peace 
with  Israel  and  was  ready  to  meet 
the  objective  requirements  of  this 
peace.  He  did  not  specify  these 
requirements,  however. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - Presi- 
dent Bill  Clinton  headed  to  the 
Middle  East  yesterday  to  cele- 
brate peace,  pledging  to  use -his 
high-profile  mission'  both  to  salute 
the  Israeli-Jordanian  pact  and  to 
nudge  others  m the  region  “to 
pursue  new  steps.” 

“For  all  the  progress  toward 
peace,  indeed,  because  of  that 
progress,  we  have  witnessed  a 
new  wave  of  terrorism  and  vio- 
lence," Clinton  said  in  daybreak 
remarks  at  the  White  House,  be- 
fore heading  to  Andrews  Air 
Force  base  for  the  flight  to 
Cairo. 

“No  step  on  this  long  journey 
requires  more  patience,  more  dis- 
cipline. more  courage,  than  the 
steps  still  to  come.

HUNDREDS  of  Palestinian  la- 
borers from  the  Tulkarm  area 
have  been  violating  the  closure  of 
the  territories  by  crossing  into  Is- 
rael on  foot,  circumventing  mili- 
tary roadblocks,  and  meeting  up 
with  Israeli  employers  who  take 
them  to  work. 

“They  simply  come  across  our 
fields,"  a resident  of  a settlement 
dose  to  the  Green  Line  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post.  “The  army  has 
made  sand  piles  to  prevent  vehicles 
from  driving  through  side  roads, 
but  there  is  nothing  to  stop  people 
from  walking  through  the  fields." 

Another  resident,  who  asked 
that  his  moshav  not  be  identified 
to  avoid  antagonizing  Jewish  em- 
ployers and  Arab  workers,  said 
that  they  come  across  near  Taibe. 
Sha'ar  Ephraim.  Metzer,  and 
Baka  al-Gharbiya.  an  area  some 
20  km.  long.

Jordanian  businessmen 
want  to  use  Haifa  Port

•JORDANIAN  businessmen  visited  Haifa  Port  yesterday  and  expressed 
a marked  interest  in  using  the  port  for  transporting  goods  to  and  from 
Jordan.

LAKE  Kinneret  seems  set  to  be- 
come a major  attraction  for  Jorda- 
nians following  the  peace  treaty.

Meanwhile,  the  Lake  Kinneret 
Authority,  which  is  responsible 
for  supervising  activities  and  de- 
velopment on  and  around  the 
lake,  and  easuring  the  quality  of 
the  water,  yesterday  celebrated  its 
25th  anniversary. 

Authority  chairman  Zvi  Orten- 
berg  said  the  agreements  reached 
with  Jordan  over  the  allocation 
and  distribution  of  water  in  the 
area  were  unlikely  to  adversely 
affect  resources  in  tbe  region  . 

“I  don't  think  there  will  be  any 
harm  to  water  supplies  in  the 
country  as  a result  of  the  agree- 
ment with  Jordan."  said  Orten- 
berg.

“A  similar  amount  comes  from  the 
Dan,  which  is  undoubtedly  in  Israe- 
li territory  and  over  which  there  is 
no  dispute.  For  these  reasons  we 
are  looking  at  all  the  possible  op- 
tions of  an  agreement  with  Syria 
much  more  carefully  and  warily 
than  with  the  Jordanians." 

Ortenberg  said  the  water  mark 
in  the  Kinneret  now  stood  at  211 
meters  below  sea-level  - about 
halfway  between  the  maximum 
and  minimum  marks. 

“We  hope  for  at  least  average 
rainfall  this  winter  so  the  lake  will 
fill  up."  he  said.  “If  it  is  less  than 
average,  however,  we  would  find 
ourselves  in  difficulties  this  time 
next  vear."

Aiming  at  the  achievement  of  a just, 
lasting,  and  comprehensive  peace  in 
the  Middle  East  based  on  Security 
Council  resolutions  242  and  5 IS  in  nil 
their  aspects; 

Bearing  in  mind  the  importance  of 
maintaining  and  strengthening  peace 
based  on  freedom,  equality,  justice, 
and  respect  for  fundamental  and  hu- 
man rights:  thereby  overcoming  psy- 
chological barriers  and  promoting  hu- 
man dignity: 

Reaffirming  their  faith  in  the  pur- 
poses and  (he  principles  of  the  Charter 
of  the  United  Nations  and  recognizing 
their  right  and  obligation  to  live  m 
peace  with  each  other  as  well  as  with 
all  Mates,  within  secure  and  recognized 
boundaries; 

Desiring  to  develop  friendly  rela- 
tions and  cooperation  between  them  in 
accordance  with  the  principles  of  inter- 
national law  governing  international 
relations  in  times  of  peace: 

Desiring  as  well  to  ensure  lasting 
security  for  both  their  states  and.  in 
particular,  to  avoid  threats  and  the  use 
of  force  between  them: 

Bearing  in  mind  that  in  their  Wash- 
ington Declaration  of  25  July  1994. 
they  declared  the  termination  or  the 
state  of  belligerency  between  them: 

Deciding  to  establish  peace  between 
them  in  accordance  with  this  treaty  of 
peace: 

Have  agreed  as  follows: 

Article  1 - Establishment  of  Peace 

Peace  is  hereby  established  between 
the  Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan  and 
the  State  of  Israel  (the  parties)  effec- 
tive from  the  exchange  or  the  instru- 
ments of  ratifications  of  this  treaty. 
Article  2 - General  Principles 

The  parties  will  apply  between  them 
the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  the 
United  Nations  and  the  principles  of 
international  law  governing  relations 
among  states  in  times  of  peace.  In 
particular: 

a.  They  recognize  and  will  respect 
each  orher  s sovereignty,  territorial  in- 
tegrity. and  political  independence. 

b.  They  recognize  and  will  respect 
each  other's  right  to  live  in  peace  with- 
in secure  and  recognized  boundaries. 

c.  They  will  develop  good  neighborly 
relations  of  cooperation  between  them 
to  ensure  lasting  security,  will  refrain 
from  the  threat  or  use  of  force  against 
each  other,  and  will  settle  ail  disputes 
between  them  by  peaceful  means. 

d.  They  respect  and  recognize  the 
sovereignty,  territorial  integrity,  and 
political  independence  of  every  state 
in  the  region. 

c.  They  respect  and  recognize  the 
pivotal  role  of  human  development 
and  dignity  in  regional  and  bilateral 
relationships. 

f.  They  further  believe  that  within 
their  control,  involuntary  movements 
of  persons  in  such  a way  as  to  adverse- 
ly prejudice  the  security  of  either  party 
should  nor  be  permitted. 

Article  3 - International  Boundary 

a.  The  international  boundary  be- 
tween Israel  and  Jordan  is  delimited 
with  reference  to  the  boundary  defini- 
tion under  the  Mandate  as  is  shown  in 
Annex  I (a),  on  the  mapping  materials 
attached  thereto  and  coordinates  spec- 
ified therein. 

b.  The  boundary,  as  set  out  in  An- 
nex i la),  is  the  permanent,  -ecure. 
and  recognized  international  bound- 
ary between  Israel  and  Jordan,  with- 
out prejudice  to  the  status  of  any  terri- 
lories  that  came  under  Israeli  military 
government  control  in  1967. 

c.  The  parties  recognize  the  interna- 
tional boundary,  including  the  territori- 
al waters  and  airspace,  as  inviolable, 
and  will  respect  and  comply  with  them. 

d.  The  demarcation  of  the  boundary 
will  take  place  as  set  forth  in  the  Ap- 
pendix I to  Annex  I (a)  and  will  be 
concluded  no  later  than  nine  months 
after  the  signing  of  the  treaty. 

e.  It  is  agreed  that  where  the  bound- 
ary follows  a river,  in  the  event  of  natu- 
ral changes  in  the  course  of  the  flow  of 
the  river  as  described  in  Annex  I fa),  the 
boundary  shall  follow  the  new  course  of 
the  flow.  In  the  event  of  any  other 
changes,  the  boundary  shall  not  be  af- 
fected unless  otherwise  agreed. 

f.  Immediately  upon  the  exchange 
of  the  instruments  or  ratification  of 
this  treaty,  each  party  will  deploy  on 
each  side  or  the  international  bound- 
ary as  defined  in  Annex  1(a). 

g.  The  parties  shall,  upon  the  signa- 
ture of  the  treaty,  enter  into  the  nego- 
tiations to  conclude,  within  nine 
months,  an  agreement  on  the  delimita- 
tion of  their  maritime  boundary  in  the 
Gulf  of  Akaba. 

h.  Taking  into  account  the  special 
circumstances  of  the  BakurafNahnrayim 
area,  which  is  under  Jordanian  sover- 
eignty. with  Israeli  private  ownership 
rights,  the  panics  agreed  to  apply  the 
previsions  set  out  in  Annex  II  b). 

i.  With  respects  to  the  Tzofar  area 
the  provisions  set  out  in  Annex  1(c) 
will  apply. 

Article  4 - Security 

l.a.  Both  parties,  acknowledging 
that  mutual  understanding  and  coop- 
eration in  security-related  matters  will 
form  a significant  part  of  their  rela- 
tions and  will  further  enhance  the  se- 
curity of  the  region,  lake  upon  them- 
selves to  base  their  security  relations 
on  mutual  trust,  advancement  of  joint 
interests  and  cooperation,  and  to  aim 
towards  a regional  framework  of  part* 
nership  in  peace. 

b.  Towards  that  goal,  the  parlies 
recognize  the  achievements  of  the  Eu- 
ropean Community  and  European 
Union  in  the  development  of  the  Con- 
ference on  Security  and  Cooperation 
in  Europe  (CSCE)  and  commit  them- 
selves to  the  creation,  in  the  Middle 
East,  of  a CSCME  (Conference  an 
Security  and  Cooperation  in  the  Mid- 
dle East). 

This  commitment  entails  the  adop- 


tion of  regional  models  of  .security  suc- 
cessfully implemented  in  the  post 
World  War  era  (along  the  lines  of  the 
Helsinki  process)  culminating  in  a re- 
gional zone  ol  security  and  stability. 

2.  The  obligations  referred  to  in  this 
article  are  without  prejudice  to  the 
inherent  right  of  sell-defense  in  accor- 
dance with  the  United  Nations 
Charier. 

3.  The  parties  undertake,  in  accor- 
dance with  the  provisions  of  this  arti- 
cle. the  following; 

a.  To  refrain  from  the  threat  or  use 
of  force  or  weapons,  conventional . 
non-convention jl . or  of  any  other 
kind,  against  each  other  or  of  other 
actions  or  activities  that  adversely  af- 
fect che  security  of  the  other  puny: 

b.  To  refrain  from  organizing,  insti- 
gating. inciting,  assisting,  or  partici- 
pating in  acts  or  threats  of  belligeren- 
cy. hostility,  subversion,  or  violence 
against  the  other  party: 

c.  To  lake  necessary  and  ellectivc 
measures  to  ensure  that  nets  or  threats 
of  belligerency,  hostility,  subversion, 
or  violence  against  the  other  party  do 
not  originate  from,  and  arc  not  com- 
mitted within,  their  territory  (herein- 
after the  term  "territory'-  includes  the 
airspace  and  territorial  waters),  or 
through  or  over  their  territory. 

4.  Consistent  with  the  era  of  peace 
and  with  the  efforts  to  build  regional 
security  and  to  avoid  and  pre\cm  ag- 
gression and  violence,  the  parties  fur- 
ther agree  to  refrain  from  the 
following: 

a.  Joining  or  in  any  way  assisting, 
promoting,  or  cooperating  with  any 
coalition,  organization,  or  alliance 
with  a military'  or  security  character 
with  a third  party,  the  objectives  or 
activities  of  which  include  launching 
aggression  or  other  acts  of  military 
hostility  against  the  other  party,  in 
contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the 
present  treaty; 

b.  Allowing  the  entry,  stationing, 
and  operating  on  their  territory,  or 
through  it.  of  military  forces,  person- 
nel. or  material  of  a third  puny,  in 
circumstances  which  may  adversely 
prejudice  the  security  of  the  other  par- 

IV. 

5.  Both  panics  will  take  necessary 
and  effective  measures,  and  will  coop- 
erate in  combating  terrorism  of  all 
kinds.  The  punies  undertake: 

a.  To  take  necessary  and  effective 
measures  to  prevent  acts  of  terrorism, 
subversion,  or  violence  from  being 
carried  oui  from  their  territory  or 
through  it.  and  to  take  necessary  and 
effective  measures  to  combat  such  ac- 
tivities and  all  their  perpetrators; 

b.  Without  prejudice  to  the  basic 
rights  of  freedom  of  expression  and 
association,  to  take  necessary  and  ef- 
fective measures  to  prevent  the  entry  , 
presence,  and  operation  in  (heir  terri- 
tory of  any  group  or  organization,  and 
its  infrastructure,  which  threatens  the 
security  of  the  other  party  by  the  use  of 
or  incitement  to  the  use  of  violent 
means: 

c.  To  cooperate  in  preventing  and 

combating  cross-boundary 

infiltrations. 

b.  Any  question  as  to  the  implemen- 
tation of  this  article  will  be  dealt  with 
through  a mechanism  of  consultation 
which  will  include  a liaison  system, 
verification,  supervision,  and  where 
necessary,  other  mechanisms,  and 
higher  level  consultation.  The  details 
of  the  mechanism  of  consultation  will 
be  contained  in  an  agreement  to  be 
concluded  by  the  parties  within  three 
months  of  the  exchange  of  the  instru- 
ments of  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

7.  To  work  as  a matter  of  priority 
and  as  soon  as  possible  in  the  context 
of  the  multilateral  working  groups  on 
arms  control  and  regional  security, 
and  jointly,  toward  (he  following: 

a.  The  creation  in  the  Middle  East  of 
a region  free  from  hostile  alliances  and 
coalitions: 

b.  The  creation  of  a Middle  East 
free  from  weapons  of  mass  destruc- 
tion. both  conventional  and  non-con-’ 
ventional.  in  the  context  of  a compre- 
hensive, lasting,  and  stable  peace, 
characterized  by  the  renunciation  of 
the  use  of  force,  reconciliation,  and 
goodwill. 

Article  5 - Diplomatic  and  Other  Bilat- 
eral Relations 

1.  The  parties  agree  to  establish  Full 
diplomatic  and  consular  relations  and 
to  exchange  resident  ambassadors 
within  one  month  of  the  exchange  of 
the  instruments  of  ratification  of  this 
treaty. 

2.  The  parties  agree  that  the  normal 
relationship  between  them  will  further 
include  economic  and  cultural  rela- 
tions. 

Article  6 - Water 

With  the  -view  to  achieving  a com- 
prehensive and  lasting  settlement  of  all 
the  water  problems  between  them: 

1 . The  parties  agree  mutually  to  rec- 
ognize the  rightful  allocations  of  both 
of  them  in  Jordan  River.  Yarmuk  Riv- 
er waters.  and  Arab/Arava  ground  wa- 
ter in  accordance  with  the  agreed  ac- 
ceptable principles,  quantities,  and 
quality  as  set  out  in  Annex  II.  which 
shall  be  fully  respected  and  complied 
with: 

2.  The  parties,  recognizing  the  ne- 
cessity to  find  a practical,  just,  and 
agreed  solution  to  their  water  prob- 
lems and  with  the  view  that  the  subject 
of  water  can  form  the  basis  for  the 
advancement  of  cooperation  between 
them,  jointly  undertake  to  ensure  that 
the  management  and  development  of 
their  water  resources  do  not.  in  any 
way.  harm  the  water  resources  of  the 
other  party: 

3.  The  parties  recognize  that  their 
water  resources  are  not  sufficient  to 
meet  their  needs.  More  water  should 
be  supplied  for  their  use  through  vari- 
ous methods,  including  projects  of  re- 
gional and  international  cooperation: 

4.  In  light  of  paragraph  2A.  with  the 
understanding  that  the  cooperation  in 
water-related  subjects  would  be  to  the 
benefit  of  both  parties,  and  will  help 
alleviate  their  water  shortages,  and 
that  water  issues  along  their  entire 
boundary  must  be  dealt  with  in  their 


totality,  including  the  possibility  of 
trans-boundary  water  transfers,  the 
parties  agreed  to  search  for  ways  to 
alleviate  water  shonages  and  to  coop- 
erate in  the  following  fields: 

a.  Development  of  existing  and  new 
water  resources  increasing  the  water 
availability,  including  on  a regional  ba- 
sis. as  appropriate,  and  minimizing 
wastage  of  water  resources  through 
the  chain  of  their  uses; 

b.  Prevention  of  contamination  of 
water  resources: 

c.  Mutual  assistance  in  the  allevia- 
tion or  water  shonages: 

d.  Transfer  of  information  and  joint 
research  and  development  in  water- 
related  subjects,  and  review  of  the  po- 
tentials for  enhancement  or  water  re- 
sources development  and  use: 

5.  The  implementation  of  both 
countries'  undertakings  under  this  arti- 
cle is  detailed  in  Annex  II. 

Article  7 - Economic  Relations 

1.  Viewing  economic  development 
and  prosperity  as  pillars  of  peace,  se- 
curity. and  harmonious  relations  be- 
tween states,  peoples,  and  individual 
human  beings,  the  parties,  taking  note 
of  understandings  reached  between 
them,  affirm  their  mutual  desire  to 
promote  economic  cooperation  be- 
tween them,  as  well  as  within  the 
framework  of  wider  regional  economic 
cooperation. 

2.  In  order  to  establish  this  goal,  the 
parties  agree  to  the  following: 

a.  To  remove  all  discriminatory  bar- 
riers to  normal  economic  relations,  to 
terminate  economic  boycotts  directed 
at  each  other,  and  to  cooperate  in 
terminating  boycotts  against  each  oth- 
er by  third  parties: 

b.  Recognizing  that  the  principle  of 
free  and  unimpeded  flow  of  goods  and 
sen-ices  should  guide  their  relations, 
the  parties  will  enter  into  negotiations 
with  a view  to  concluding  agreements 
on  economic  cooperation,  including 
trade  and  the  establishment  of  a free 
trade  area,  investment,  banking,  in- 
dustrial cooperation,  and  tabor,  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  beneficial 
economic  relations,  based  on  princi- 
ples to  be  agreed  upon,  as  well  as  on 
human  development  considerations  on 
a regional  basis.  These  negotiations 
will  be  concluded  no  later  that  six 
months  from  ihc  exchange  the  instru- 
ments of  ratification  of  the  treaty; 

C.  To  cooperate  bilaterally,  as  well 
as  in  multilateral  forums,  toward  the 
promotion  of  their  respective  econo- 
mics and  of  ibeir  neighborly  economic 
relations  with  other  regional  parties. 
Article  8 - Refugees  and  Displaced 
Persons 

1.  Recognizing  the  massive  human 

problems  caused  by  both  parties  by  the 
conflict  in  the  Middle  East,  as  well  as 
the  contribution  made  by  them  to- 
wards che  alleviation  of  human  suffer- 
ing, the  panics  will  seek  to  further 
alleviate  those  problems  arising  on  a 
bilateral  level.  . * 

2.  Recognizing  that  the  above  hu- 
man problems  caused  by  the  conflict  in 
the  Middle  East  cannot  be  fully  re- 
solved on  the  bilateral  level,  the  par- 
ties will  seek  to  resolve  them  in  appro- 
priate forums,  in  accordance  with 
international  law.  including  the 
following: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  displaced  persons, 
in  a quadripartite  committee  together 
with  Egypt  and  the  Palestinians; 

|b)  In  the  case  of  refugees. 

(i)  in  the  framework  of  the  work  of 
the  Multilateral  Group  on  Refugees; 

(ii)  in  negotiations,  in  a framework 
to  be  agreed,  bilateral  or  otherwise,  in 
conjunction  with  and  at  (he  same  rime 
as  the  permanent  status  negotiations 
pertaining  to  the  territories  referred  to 
in  Article  3 of  this  treaty. 

3.  Through  the  implementation  of 
agreed  United  Nations  programs  and 
other  agreed  international  economic 
programs  concerning  refugees  and  dis- 
placed persons,  including  assistance  to 
their  settlement. 

Article  9 - Places  of  Historical  and 
Religious  Significance 

1.  Each  party  will  provide  freedom 
of  access  to  places  of  religious  and 
historical  significance. 

2.  In  this  regard,  in  accordance  with 
the  Washington  Declaration.  Israel  re- 
spects the  present  special  role  of  the 
Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan  in 
Moslem  holy  shrines  in  Jerusalem. 
When  negotiations  on  the  permanent 
status  will  take  place,  Israel  will  give 
high  priority  to  the  Jordanian  historic  ■ 
role  in  these  shrines. 

3.  The  panics  will  act  together  to 
promote  interfaith  relations  among  the 
three  monotheistic  religions,  with  the 
aim  of  working  towards  religious  un- 
derstanding, moral  commitment,  free- 
dom of  religious  worship,  and  toler- 
ance and  peace. 

Article  10  - Cultural  and  Scientific 
Exchanges 

The  parries,  wishing  to  remove  bias- 
es developed  through  periods  of  con- 
flict. recognize  the  desirability  of  cul- 
tural and  scientific  exchanges  in  all 
fields,  and  agree  to  establish  normal 
cultural  relations  between  them.  Thus, 
they  shall,  as  soon  as  passible  and  not 
later  than  nine  months  from  the  ex- 
change of  the  instruments  of  ratifica- 
tion of  this  treaty,  conclude  che  negoti- 
ations on  cultural  and  scientific 
agreements. 

Article  1 1 — Mutual  Understanding  and 
Good  Neighborly  Relations 

1.  The  parties  will  seek  to  foster 
mutual  understanding  and  tolerance 
based  on  shared  historic  values,  and 
accordingly  undertake: 

a.  To  abstain  from  hostile  or  dis- 
criminatory propaganda  against  each 
ocher,  and  co  take  oil  possible  legal  and 
administrative  measures  to  prevent  the 
dissemination  of  such  propaganda  by 
any  organization  or  individual  present  ' 
in  the  territory  of  either  party: 

b.  As  soon  as  possible,  and  not  later 
that  three  months  from  the  exchange 
of  the  instruments  of  ratification  of 
this  treaty,  to  repeal  all  adverse  or 
discriminatory  references  and  expres- 
sions of  hostility  in  their  respective 
legislation: 

c.  To  refrain  in  all  government  pub- 


lications from  any  such  reference  or 

expressions: 

d.  To  ensure  mutual  enjoyment  by 
each  other's  citizens  of  due  process  of 
law  within  their  respective  legal  sys- 
tems and  before  their  courts. 

2.  Article  I (a)  is  without  prejudice 
to  the  right  to  freedom  of  expression  as 
contained  in  the  Internationa)  Cove- 
nant on  Civil  and  Political  Rights. 

3.  A joint  committee  shall  be 
formed  to  examine  incidents  where 
one  party  claims  there  has  been  a vio- 
lation of  this  article. 

Article  12  — Combating  Crime  and 
Drugs 

The  panics  will  cooperate  m com- 
bating crime,  with  an  emphasis  on 
smuggling,  and  will  take  all  necessary 
measures  to  combat  and  prevent  such 
activities  as  the  production  of.  as  well 
as  the  trafficking  in  illicit  drugs,  and 
will  bring  to  trial  perpetrators  of  such 
acts.  In  this  regard,  they  lake  note  of 
the  understandings  reached  between 
them  in  the  above  spheres,  as  per  An- 
nex 1H  and  undertake  to  conclude  all 
relevant  agreements  no  later  than  nine 
months  from  the  date  of  the  exchange 
of  the  instruments  of  ratification  of 
this  treaty  . 

Article  23  - Transportation  and  Roads 

Taking  note  of  the  progress  already 
made  in  the  area  of  transportation,  the 
parties  recognize  the  mutuality  of  in- 
terest in  good  neighborly  relations  in 
the  area  of  transportation  and  agree  to 
the  following  means  to  promote  rela- 
tions between  them  in  this  sphere: 

a.  Each  party  will  permit  the  free 
movement  of  nationals  and  vehicles  of 
the  other  into  and  within  its  territory 
according  to  the  general  rules  applica- 
ble to  nationals  and  vehicles  or  other 
states.  Neither  party  will  impose  dis- 
criminatory taxes  or  restrictions  on  the 
free  movement  of  persons  and  vehicles 
from  its  territory  to  the  territory  of  the 
other; 

b.  The  parties  will  open  and  main- 
tain roads  and  border-crossings  be- 
tween their  countries  and  will  consider 
further  road  and  rail  links  between 
them; 

c.  The  parties  will  continue  their 
negotiations  concerning  mutual  trans- 
portation agreements  in  the  above  and 
other  areas,  such  as  joint  projects, 
traffic  safety,  transport  standards  and 
norms,  licensing  of  vehicles,  land  pas- 
sages. shipment  of  goods  and  cargo, 
and  meteorology,  to  be  concluded  not 
later  than  six  months  from  the  ex- 
change of  the  instruments  of  ratifica- 
tion of  this  treaty; 

d.  The  parties  agree  to  continue 
their  negotiations  for  a highway  to  be 
constructed  and  maintained  between 
Egypt,  Israel,  and  Jordan  near  Eilat. 
Article  14 -Freedom  of  Navigation  and 
Access  to  Ports 

1.  Without  prejudice  to  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  3,  each  party  recog- 
nizes the  right  of  vessels  of  the  other 
party  to  innocent  passage  through  its 
territorial  waters  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  international  law. 

2.  Each  party  will  grant  normal  ac- 
cess to  its  ports  for  vessels  and  cargoes 
of  the  other,  as  well  as  vessels  and 
cargoes  destined  for  or  coming  from 


the  other  party.  Such  access  will  be 
granted  on  the  same  conditions  as  gen- 
erally applicable  to  vessels  and  cargoes 
of  other  nations. 

3.  The  parties  consider  (he  Strait  of 
Tiran  and  the  Gulf  of  Akaba  to  be 
international  waterways  open  to  all  na- 
tions for  unimpeded  and  non-suspen- 
dable  freedom  of  navigation  and  over- 
flight. The  parties  will  respect  each 
other's  right  to  navigation  and  over- 
flight for  access  to  either  party  through 
the  Strait  of  Tiran  and  the  Gulf  or 
Akaba. 

Article  15  - Civil  Aviation 

1 . The  parties  recognize  as  applica- 
ble to  each  other  the  rights,  privileges, 
and  obligations  provided  for  by  the 
multilateral  aviation  agreements  to 
which  they  are  both  party,  particularly 
by  the  1944  Convention  on  Interna- 
tional Civil  Aviation  ("The  Chicago 
Convention*')  and  the  1944  Interna- 
tiona! Air  Services  Transit 
Agreement, 

2.  Any  declaration  of  national  emer- 
gency by  a party  under  Article  H9  of 
the  Chicago  Convention  will  not  he 
applied  to  the  other  party  on  a dis- 
criminatory basis. 

3.  The  parties  take  note  of  the  nego- 
tiations on  the  international  air  corri- 
dor to  be  opened  between  them  in 
accordance  with  the  Washington  Dec- 
laration. In  addition,  the  parties  shall, 
upon  ratification  -of  this  treaty,  enter 
into  negotiations  for  the  purpose  of 
concluding  a civil  aviation  agreement. 
All  the  above  negotiations  are  to  be 
concluded  not  later  than  six  months 
from  the  exchange  of  the  instruments 
of  ratification  of  this  treaty. 

Article  16  - Posts  and 

Tekeommuuicatioos 

The  parties  take  note  of  the  opening 
between  them,  in  accordance  with  the 
Washington  Declaration,  of  direct 
telephone  and  facsimile  lines.  Postal 
links,  (he  negotiations  on  which  having 
been  concluded,  will  be  activated  upon 
the  signature  of  this  treaty.  The  parties 
further  agree  that  normal  wireless  and 
cable  communication  and  television 
relay  services  by  cable,  radio,  and  sat- 
ellite. will  be  established  between 
them,  in  accordance  with  all  relevant 
international  conventions  and  regula- 
tions. The  negotiations  on  these  sub- 
jects will  be  concluded  not  later  than 
nine  months  from  the  exchange  of  the 
instruments  of  ratification  of  this 
treaty. 

Article  17  - Tourism

Uncollected  garbage  a health  hazard  in  Bnei  B,

AS  Bnci  Brak’s  residents  drowned  in  gar- 
bage,- the  various  government  authorities 
yesterday  blamed  each  other  for  the  munid- 

. pal  workers’  crisis. 

According  to  the  Health  Ministry,  during 
the  four-week  strike  more  than  6,000  tons 
of  refuse  have  accumulated  on  the  streets  of 
the  city,  which  has  the  largest  proportion  of 
children  in  the  country  and  crowded  living 
conditions. 

After  sending  doctors  and  nurses  to  eval- 
uate the  situation,  the  ministry  warned  that 
the  pileup  of  garbage  .“constitutes  a danger 
to  public  health.” 

But  Dr.  Alex  Levinthal.  head  of  the  min- 
istry’s public  health  department,  said  ail  he 
could  do  was  issue  warnings. 

“Sinoe  1988,  our  ministry  lost  responsi- 
bly for  health  dangers  caused  by  environ- 
mental problems,”  he  said-  ‘‘It  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Environment  Ministry.  They 
have  the  power  to  send  private  contractors 
to  collect  Bnei  Brak’s  garbage.  They'll  have 
to  explain  why  they  are  'not  doing  so.” 

Levinthal ' said  improved  personal  hy- 
giene could  reduce  the  dangers  of  gastroin- 
testinal and  other  diseases  spread  by  insects 
and  rodents  feeding  on  wet  garbage. 

Keeping  food  covered,  especially  in  out- 
door markets,  and  washing  hands  are  vital, 
he  said.  Bot  a continuing  crisis  couid  push 
the  city  into  Third  World  conditions,  with 
their  accompanying  health  risks,  he  said. 

Dr.  Boaz  Lev,  the  associate  director-gen- 
eral of  the  Health  Ministry,  appealed  to 
Environment  Ministry  director-general  Yis- 
rael  Peleg  to  immediately  use  his.  authority 
to  eliminate  the  health  hazard  in  the  city. 

But  Dalia  Be’eri,  the  Environment  Min- 
istry’s Tel  Aviv  district  director,  said  the 
Bnei  Brak  municipality  was  responsible  for 
removing  the  garbage.

This  dissonance  between  the  pomp  on  the 
screen  and  the  reality  on  the  ground  is  the  most 
disturbing  facet  of  the  celebrations.  By  its  very 
nature,  rhe  grandiose  spectacle  creates  great  ex- 
pectations. The  movie-like  scene  calls  for  a Holly- 
wood happy  ending.  But  in  real  life,  a handshake 
does  not  end  terrorism,  and  a signature  does  not 
convert  murderers  into  saints. 

True,  the  pact  with  Jordan  enjoys  almost  uni- 
versal support  in  Israel.  King  Hussein  knows  how 
to  ingratiate  himself  with  Israelis  by  saying,  with 
dignity  and  poise,  all  the  right  things  about  peace 
and  coexistence.  He  seems  a rational  ruler,  who 
knows  that  the  peace  treaty  can  only  benefit  his 
country.  And  he  is  Western-oriented  enough  to 
want  to  veer  Jordan  toward  adopting  an  almost 
democratic  system  of  government. 

The  conditions  of  the  treaty,  too,  make  Israelis 
more  comfortable  than  either  the  pact  with  Egypt 
or  the  agreement  with  the  PLO.  Ft  is  an  example  of 
“peace  for  peace,”  a happy  result  of  a decision  by 
an  Arab  countzy  to  normalize  relations  without 
requiring  Israel  to  pay  an  exorbitant  price.  No 
strategic  assets  are  being  forfeited,  no  communi- 
ties are  being  uprooted,  and  no  foreign  soldiers 
are  being  introduced  to  “protect”  Israel.  Under 
inese  concntions/iris  naroiy  surprising  that  the 
Knesset  voted  overwhelmingly  last  night  to  sup- 
port the  treaty. 

Yet  it  would  be  foolish  to  ignore  the  blemishes 
and  risks.  While  Jordan  may  be  the  least  dictatori- 
al of  Israel's  neighbors,  it  is  not  yet  a democracy. 
And  the  treaty  is  an  agreement  not  with  represen- 


tatives of  a people,  but  with  an  absolute  monarch. 
As  long  as  Hussein  and  Crown  Prince  Hassan  are 
in  power,  Israel  can  probably  assume  that  the 
treaty  will  be  honored.  But  it  cannot  be  certain  bf 
its  fate  if  the  Hashemites  are  replaced. 

Nor  is  it  certain  that  the  treaty  will  change 
Jordanian  attitudes.  The  friendliness  of  the  king 
notwithstanding,  Jordan  is  still  judenrein,  “free  of 
Jews.”  And  there  is  still  a law  in  Jordan  which 
mandates  the  death  penalty  for  selling  real  estate 
to  Jews.  Nor  has  the  Jordanian  government  acted 
against  the  Hamas  infrastructure  in  Jordan.  Disin- 
genuously, it  claims  that  the  Amman  branch  of 
Hamas  is  nothing  but  a political  organization  with 
no  connection  to" the  Hamas  military  arm.  But  it  is 
the  spiritual,  ideological  leadership  of  Hamas  that 
inspires  young  recruits  and  incites  them  to  unaer- 
ce  suicide  missions.

ed. It  may  now  be  time. 

The  vision  of  the  Ingathering  of  the 
Exiles  has  sustained  the  nation 
through  the  ages,  and  aliya  provided 
the  sinews  that  enabled  modem  Israel 
to  survive. 

But  there  are  reasons  to  question 
whether  it  is  truly  Israel’s  ongoing 
mission  to  gather  in  the  exiles,  and 
the  Diaspora’s  destiny  to  be  gathered. 

Apart  from  its  cardinal  role  as  a 
haven  for  Jews  in  distress,  Israel  has 
promoted  aliya  in  order  to  strengthen 
itself  vis-a-vis  the  Arabs.  The  lengths 
to  which  it  has  gone  to  ensure  that 
emigrants  from  the  former  Soviet 
Union  come  to  Israel  rather  than  the 
US  reflect  the  healthy  survival  in- 
stinct of  an  embattled  nation.  But  if 
national  interest  is  the  criterion,  then 
aliya  must  be  examined  in  that  light, 
and  not  as  a quasi-religious 
injunction. 

In  1948,  immigrants  were  rushed 
straight  from  ships  to  the  battlefield  at 
Latrun,  where  many  met  their  deaths. 
But  Israel  no  longer  needs  aliya  to 
beef  up  its  army,  which  already  has 
difficulty  coping  with  increasingly 
large  numbers  of  recruits  each  year. 

Immigration  boosts  the  economy, 
but  its  impact  on  population  density 
has  yet  to  be  addressed.  In  the  area 
north  of  Beezsbeba,  where  93  percent 
of  the  population  lives,  density  is 
already  greater  than  in  any  other  de- 
veloped country,  including  Japan. 

The  country  is  becoming  so  rapidly 
urbanized  that  some  planners  envi- 
sion Israel  approaching  the  Singa- 
pore-like parainaters  of  a city-state  in 
25  years.  Is  it  in  the  national  interest 
to  speed  up  this  process  by  beating 
the  bushes  around  the  world  far  im- 
migrants? 

Israeli  emissaries  encourage  Jews 
abroad  “to  build  and  be  built”  in 
Israel,  and  offer  financial  assistance 
to  help  ease  the  way.  The  right  of  any 
Jew  to  settle  here  on  his  own  must 
remain  inviolate  and  so,  too,  Israel’s 
role  as  a haven  for  Jews  in  disrtess. 
But  promoting  immigration  is  anoth- 
er matter.  .

job,  atone,  m a closed  tanker,  full  of 
gases  and  gasoline  fumes,  and  his  only 
contact  with  the  outstoo  world  was  a 
ladder  loosely  attached  to  the  tank.

The  Kaufman*  and  their  four  ehfk . 
drew  came  to  Israel  four  yean  ago 
from  the  CIS.  where  Merck  had  been 
a mechanical  engineer  and  Raisa  had 
worked  as  a general  practitioner.  He 


worked  at  odd  jobs  here,  eventually - 
signing  on  with  Danel  as  a simple 
laborer.'  The  family  Bved  in  a mobile 
home  in  Nahal  Beka  near  Beersheba. 

An  investigation  by  the  accidents 
division  of  the  Labor  and  Sodal  Af- 
feirs  Ministry  summarized  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  the  accident: 

. On  July  8, 1993,  Kaufman  and  two 
Other  Dane!  workers  were  sent  to  do 
maintenance  work  on  tankers  nsed  to 
transport  phosphoric  add  from  the 
company’s  factory  to  the  Asbdod 
port.  They  were  told  to  line  the  tank- 
ers with  {legible  panels,  made  of 
’ chemical  materials,  and  attach  them 
with  a toxic  and  highly  flammable 
Ehie. 

Halogen  floodlights  provided  fight 
for’ the  work.  The  lights  were  covered 
with  glass,  with  an  insufficiently  resis- 
tant coating,- and  not  in  keeping  with 
the  Israeli  standard,  the  report  said. 
Kauhrmn  and  Ms  coworkers  used  an 
electric  knife  that  reaches  a tempera- 
ture of  5Q0*C,  The  outdoor  tempera- 
ture was  35"C.  They  bad  no  air  masks 
or  other  ^ protective  equipment;  a pipe 
partially  removed  noxious  fumes. 

The  three  entered  the  tanker  via  a' 
mete)  ladder  which  was  attached  to 
the  entrance.  They  worked  for  sever- 
al hours,  unaware  that  poisonous 
fumes  emitted  by  the  glue  were  build- 
ing up.  At  about  12:30  p.m..  Kauf- 
man’s ooworkers  climbed  out  for  a 
break.  Seconds  later,  there  was  a mas- 
sive blast  immediately  followed  by

another,  and  a huge  flame  came  out 
of  the  tanker.  The  ladder  attached 
to  the  container  was  blown  off.  When 
the  fire  was  brought  under  control, 
Kaufman  was  found  inside  huddled  in 
a corner.  Near  the  tanker's  entrance 
were  scratch  marks  made  by  his  nails 
on  the  scorched  metal,  as  he  tried  to 
climb  out. 

An  examination  by  the  nccfcfenfs 
investigator  of  the  Labor  and  Social 
Affairs  Ministry  revealed  a tong  list  of 
safety  shortcomings  at  the  factory, 
especially  with  regard  to  contracted 
workers.  Kaufman  and  his  coworkers 
had  not  been  instructed  on  the  dan- 
gers of  working  inside  the  tankers  or 
of  using  electrical  equipment  inside 
them.  TTtey  did  not  receive  any  pro- 
tective clothing  or  masks.  The  com- 


pany posted  no  warning  signs. 

It  also  emerged  that  some  months 
earlier  there  had  been  two  similar  ac- 
cidents in  the  rubber  department  of 
the  factory.  While  no  one  was  injured 
in  these  incidents,  no  preventive  mea- 
sures were  subsequently  taken. 

FOLLOWING  the  accident,  Rajsq 
and  her  children  sought  psychologi- 
cal counseling.  The  family's  laywer, 
Mosbe  Dover  of  Jerusalem,  said  Ro- 
tem-Amfert  hod  rejected  a request  to 
finance  this  treatment  for  a year,  with 
the  explanation!  "Marek  Kaufman 
was  employed  by  a manpower  compa- 
ny and  not  by  the  factory."

Kaufman  and  her  children  - Mari- 
na. 17,  Alex  and  Roman.  12-year-old 
twins,  and  Stella.  8 - subsist  on  a 
monthly  allowance  from  the  National 
Insurance  Institute. 

A Rotem-Amfert  official.  Roni 
Scharff.  would  not  comment  on  the 
family's  claim,  because  the  case  is  still 
in  court.  The  company  has  denied 
most  of  the  charges. 

Danel's  manager  in  Beersheba, 
Arye  Kertz.  said:  * Diis  is  ingratitude 
on  the  pprt  of  Mrs,  Kaufman,  What 
we  did  for  her  and  her  family  was 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty. 
During  the  mourning  period,  we  cov- 
ered all  the  costs.  We  are  just  a com- 
pany that  pfovjdes  manpower  and  are 
not  responsible  for  safety  in  the  com- 
pany facilities  where  her  husband  was 
employed.  As  a goodwill  gesture,  we 
even  located  and  offered  her  a job  as  3 
doctor-  Bui  for  her  own  reasons,  she 
turned  it  down." 

The  police  investigation  file,  which 
was  sent  to  the  Southern  District  pros-- 
ecu tor's  office,  was  closed  for  lack  of 
proof.

A new  best-seller  explores  the 
inner  workings  of  a fictional 
connoisseur  of  villainy  and  how 
he  learned  his  ‘trade,’ 
Charles  Laurence  reports

Manchester,  be  is  a clinical  psy- 
chiatrist who  teaches  at  Harvard 
and  runs  the  “secure"  wards  at  a 
Massachusetts  state  mental 
hospital. 

Now  47;  he  trained  in  medicine 
in  London  before  emigrating  to 
America  in  the  early  1970s  and 
taking  up  psychiatry  at  Harvard. 
He  specializes  in  the  criminally  in- 
sane and  in  schizophrenia. 

“I  work,"  he  says,  “with  the 
really,  really  mad." 

Anscombe  has  emerged  from 
his  years  with  the  “really,  really 
' mad"  with  a large  interest  in  the 
concept  of  good  and  evil. 

Professionally,  he  is  as  interest- 
ed- as  his  colleagues  in  tire  stan- 
dard, scientific  treatments. 

“But  -dealing  with  people  who 
have  killed  leads  me  to  ask  myself, 
‘What  is  evil?  Is  there  a moment,  a 
-Spiritual moment,  before  taking  a 
life?  Is  there  a transformation  in 
that:  person?’  \ got  into  this  busi- 
ness, 1 think,  out  of  a need  to  find 
out  about  extreme  mental  states." 
- Such  mental  states  are  to  be 
found  in  places  such  as  tbe  Bridge- 
water  maximum  security  hospital, 
where  Anscombe  has  worked.  He 


has  interviewed  about  100  mur- 
derers, often  getting  to  them  with- 
in 48  hours  of  the  lulling. 

“Most  are  blown  away  by  what 
they  have  done,”  he  says.  "The 
typical  murderer  kills  the  person 
he  loves  the  most,  and  faces  the 
prospect  of  spending  the  rest  of  his 
life  in  maximum  security.” 

That’s  the  basic  murderer.  To 
get  to  his  book.  The  Secret  Life  of 
Laszto,  Count  Drhcula,  Ans- 
combe has  progressed  through  the 
multiple  murderer  to  the  serial 
killer,  “someone  who  discovers 
the  evil  inside  himself." 

People  like  this,  he  explains , are 
kept  behind  Plexiglas-fronted  cells 
in  Bridgewater. 

"The  first  killing  is  often  an  ac- 
cident; it  comes  out  of.  the  blue," 
says  Anscombe.  “They  discover 
they  enjoy  it.  Then  they  learn  how 
to  become  immune  to  the  shock. 
Then  they  refine  their  tastes.  That 
is  Laszlo's  journey."  Anscombe’s 
novel  about  that  journey,  studi- 
ously informed  by  his  expertise, 
has  sent  a ripple  of  excitement 
through  the  publishing  world. 

“Ibis  manuscript  jumped  out  at 
me,"  says  Pat  Muicahy  of  Hyperi- 


on. the  US  publishers.  “The  cover 
letter  said  it  was  by  a psychiatrist 
who  worked  with  murderers." 

The  first  print  run  of  50.000 
copies  made  the  hardback  Laszlo 
a US  best-seller  despite  some 
damning  reviews.  The  novel,  writ- 
. ten  in  slightly  strained,  slightly 
, ; I9th-century-style  as  if  to  echo  the 
efforts  of  the  Marquis  de  Sade,  is 
disappointing  compared  with  its 
psychological  insights. 

The  plan,  Anscombe  says,  was 
to  take  the  myth  of  Dracula.  dis- 
miss supernatural  fantasy  and  re- 
store a soul  to  the  vampire.  That 
way,  he  could  explore  both  the 
physical  details  - Laszlo  does  in- 
deed learn  to  bite  his  women  from 
the  rear  - and  the  moral  and  spiri- 
tual descent  of  his  character. 

His  Romanian  count  is  a tor- 
mented man;  he  begins  as  a medi- 
cal student  in  19th^century  Paris, 
fall  of  desire  to  use  knowledge  for 
the  good  of  mankind.  But  he  is 
slowly  seduced  into  vile  habits. 

His  first  taste  of  blood  is  acci- 
dental, when  be  slashes  the  throat 
of  his  lover  in  a domestic  spat.  He 
expects  to  be  caught  and  punished 
for  the  murder;  he  is  a moral  man. 
' But  he  escapes  unsuspected  to  his 
family  castle  in  Transylvania  and 
there  undergoes  the  transforma- 
tion into  devoted  “vampire." 

Anscombe  believes  that  a little 
evil  makes  things  real:  “I  think 
lulling  is  natural  for  men." 

The  key  is  control;  many  of  his 
patients  are  so  far  beyond  control 
they  have  no  idea  what  they've 
done.  That,  in  moral  terms,  makes 
of  less  interest  to  Anscombe. 

His  Dracula,  he  explains,  is  the 


extreme  expression  of  behavior 
which  is  controlled  and  thus  truly 
evil.  He  even  learns  to  avoid  de- 
humanizing his  victims  before  kill- 
ing them,  a trick  which  makes  him 
the  ‘True  connoisseur  of  evil." 

His  Lazio  is  not  mad.  and  that.

Anscombe  says,  is  the  point  of  his 
story.

Did  Lincoln’s 
assassin 
escape  for 
40  years? 

BALTIMORE  (AP)  - Some  de- 
scendants of  John  Wilkes  Booth 
believe  he  lived  almost  40  years 
after  President  Lincoln’s  assassi- 
nation, and  they  want  the  body 
buried  in  his  grave  exhumed  and 
examined. 

Two  researchers  and  22  of 
Booth’s  relatives  filed  a court  peti- 
tion Monday  seeking  to  exhume 
the  body  from  the  family  plot  in 
Baltimore's  Greenmonnt  Ceme- 
tery. No  hearing  date  on  the  peti- 
tion was  set. 

Booth  shot  Lincoln  in  the  presi- 
dential box  during  a performance 
at  Washington’s  Ford's  Theater  on 
April  14, 1865.  Historical  accounts 
say  he  leapt  to  the  stage,  breaking 
his  leg,  before  escaping,  and  was 
cornered  12  days  later  in  a burning 
barn  in  Bowling  Green,  Va.,  and 
shot  to  death. 

But  some  of  Booth’s  relatives  be- 
lieve he  escaped  and  actually  died 
in  1903  in  Enid,  Okla.  The  body 
was  mummified  and  displayed  as 
the  presidential  assassin  at  carni- 
vals during  the  early  part  of  the 
century,  they  say. 

It  wasn’t  immediately  known 
where  those  remains  are  and  if 
they  are  suitable  for  testing.  Booth 
family  members  couldn't  immedi- 
ately be  reached  for  comment  yes- 
terday; the  petition  does  not  list 
their  home  towns. 

Attorney  Mark  Zaid,  who  pre- 
pared the  petition,  said  he  has  affi- 
davits from  some  of  Booth’s  rela- 
tives saying  he  was  alive  after 
1865.  Some  were  given  more  Hn*n 
70  years  ago,  he  said. 

“Why  would  they  perpetrate 
such  a fraud?  That’s  Incredible,” 
Zaid  said.  “If  this  is  Booth  in  the 
grave,  why  did  all  those  people 
lie?” 

If  the  petition  is  granted,  foren- 
sic experts  will  test  the  body  in 
Booth's  grave  to  determine  the 
age.  sex  and  race.  They  also  w&l 
look  for  evidence  of  Booth’s  bro- 
ken leg. 

Researchers  Nathaniel 
Orlowek  and  Arthur  Ben  C bitty, 
who  have  studied  Lincoln’s  assas- 
sination for  many  years,  joined 
Booth's  descendants  in  the  peti- 
tion. Orlowek  is  a Silver  Springs, 
Md.,  historian,  and  Chi  tty  is 
from  the  University  of  the  South 
in  Sewanee,  Tenn.

Sri  Lanka  opposition  wants  widow 
of  slain  leader  to  run  for  president 


COLOMBO,  Sri  Lanka  (AP)  - The  widow  of 
Sri  Lanka's  top  opposition  leader  was  chosen 
yesterday  to  replace  her  slain  husband  as  a 
candidate  for  president. 

Investigators,  meanwhile,  found  evidence 
possibly  implicating  Tamil  Tiger  rebels  for  the 
suicide  attack  that  killed  her  husband  Gamini 
Dissanayake  and  53  others. 

Srima  Dissanayake.  50.  mother  of  three,  was 
chosen  by  her  husband's  United  National  Party 
to  contest  the  November  9 presidential  elec- 
tions, party  officials  said. 

Dissanayake  was  not  immediately  available 
for  comment,  but  the  UNP’s  central  committee 
took  the  decision. 

Government  investigators,  meanwhile. 


picked  up  a lead  that  can  link  Tamil  Tigers  with 
Sunday's  assassination.  Investigators  found 
pieces  of  a cyanide  capsule  at  the  bomb  site.] : 

The  Tigers,  who  are  waging  a violent  sepa-. 
ratist  campaign,  wear  the  poison  capsules 
around  their  necks  and  bite  them  to  prevent 
being  captured  alive  by  soldiers.  But  the  Tigers 
have  denied  responsibility.

NY’s  Republican  mayor  Bosnian  parties  say 


backs  Democrat  Cuomo 


ALBANY,  NY  ( AP)  - Democrat- 
ic Gov.  Mario  Cuomo  has  re- 
ceived a much-needed  boost  from 
an  unlikely  source:  New  York 
City’s  Republican  mayor. 

Rudolph  Giuliani  endorsed 
Cuomo,  one  of  the  nation's  most 
prominent  liberal  Democrats,  on 
Monday,  saying  he  would  be  bet- 
ter for  New  York  City  and  "will 
simply  be  a better  governor  than 
George  Pataki." 

Giuliani  criticized  Pataki,  a Re- 
publican state  senator,  for  consis- 
tently voting  against  the  interests 
of  New  York  City  during  10  years 
in  the  state  Legislature. 

He  also  has  expressed  concern 
that  Pataki's  promise  to  cut  the 
state  income  tax  by  25  percent 
over  four  years  might  mean  less 
state  aid  for  New  York  City, 
which  faces  a budget  gap  of  $1.4 
billion.  Pataki  had  promised  that 
wouldn't  happen. 


"I  am  well  aware  of  the  risk  that 
I take  as  a Republican  mayor  en- 
dorsing a Democratic  governor," 
Giuliani  said.  "But  I've  concluded 
the  risk  is  worth  taking  for  the 
sake  of  the  dry.  of  New  York.” 

Cuomo  expressed  delight  at  the 
endorsement,  and  said  he  hadn't 
known  about  it  beforehand. 

“I  would  not  have  been  sur- 
prised if  he  had  said  Til  be  neu- 
tral,’ " Cuomo  said. 

Pataki  simply  issued  a terse 
statement:  “I  will  do  a great  job  as 
governor  of  New  York  state  and 
Rudy  Giuliani  is  doing  a great  job 
as  mayor  of  New  York  City.” 

Giuliani's  endorsement  could 
give  Cuomo  a major  boost  in  the 
largely  Democratic  city,  where  the 
governor  needs  a heavy  turnout  to 
offset  Pataki's  strong  support  in  up- 
state New  York.  The  endorsement 
also  could  help  Cuomo  with  conser- 
vative Democrats  in  the  city. 


SARAJEVO  (Reuter)  - All

A rare  dose  of  good  news  Britain  may  prosecute  seven 
for  Clinton,  Democrats  Nazis , attorney-general  says 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - Presi- 
dent Clinton’s  approval  rating  had 
climbed  to  49  percent,  a national 
opinion  poll  says,  hardly  robust 
but  up  from  a low  of  44  percent  in 
August  and  September. 

In  the  poll  published  Monday 
by  the  ABC  network  and  The 
Washington  Post,  48  percent  of 
those  surveyed  over  the  weekend 
disapproved  of  Clinton's  perfor- 
mance, the  first  time  that  number 
has  receded  below  50  percent 
since  early  August. 

But  Clinton’s  ratings  compared 
unfavorably  to  his  predecessors’ 
heading  into  November  midterm 


elections.  President  Bush  had  a 59 
percent  approval  rating  in  Novem- 
ber 1990  yet  his  party  lost  eight 
House  seats. 

As  he  headed  to  the  Middle 
East,  the  best  news  for  Clinton 
was  an  improving  view  of  bis  han- 
dling of  foreign  affairs.  The  ABC- 
Post  poll  found  50  percent  ap- 
proved, up  from  37  percent  last 
month.  Still,  that  was  well  below 
Bush’s  public  support  on  foreign 
affairs. 

The  random  telephone  survey 
of  1,011  adults  was  taken  October 
20-23.  The  margin  of  error  is  plus 
or  minus  3.5  percentage  points. 


LONDON  (Reuter)  - British 
prosecutors  said  on  Monday  that 
they  had  gathered  enough  evi- 
dence to  consider  court  action 
against  seven  alleged  Nazi  war 
criminals  living  in  Britain. 

Attorney  General  Police  Sir 
Nicholas  Lyell  told  Parliament  in  a 
written  reply  to  a question  that 
enough  police  evidence  had  been 
gathered  to  make  prosecutions 
possible.

Latest  from  war  of  sexes  - girls  smarter  than  boys 


LONDON  (Reuter)  - Girls  are  more  suc- 
cessful at  school  than  boys,  are  more  driv- 
en to  succeed  and  witl  soon  beat  men  to 
the  best  jobs,  researchers  told  a British 
television  survey  on  Monday. 

The  BBC's  Panorama  program  said  the 
findings  shattered  beliefs  held  widely  in 
Britain  that  girls  may  mature  faster  than 
boys,  but  that  boys  soon  catch  up  and 
overtake  girls. 

Richard  Kimball  of  the  University  of 
London  said  a study  of  10,000  technology 
students  showed  boys  trailed  girls  even  in 


this  traditionally  “male”  area. 

“We  were  somewhat  startled  to  find  that 
in  an  area  like  technology,  where  you  would 
have  expected  boys  to  be  performing  rather 
better,  there  was  a fairly  heavy  out-perfor- 
mance by  the  girls.” 

Peter  Downes,  president  of  the  Secondary 
Heads  Association,  said  this  was  actually 
nothing  new. 

“The  people  responsible  for  the  admission 
into  the  grammar  schools  used  to  have  to 
fiddle  the  results  to  make  sure  there  was  a 
balance  of  girls  and  boys  because  if  they'd 


just  taken  it  on  raw  scores  for  th 
entrance  exams,  the  girls  would  hav 
significantly-  outnumbered  the  boys."  h 
said. 

Kimball  said  girls  were  but-performin 
boys  all  the  way  through  high  school 
What  put  them  ahead,  he  said,  were  thei 
verbal  skills. 

"The  things  we  are  drawn  to  commen 
on  is. pupils'  communications  styles,"  h 
said.  But  the  surveys  died  by  the  prograr 
showed  girls  out-performed  boys  in  mat 
and  science,  as  well.

When  the  Israeli  forces  leave 
Pales  tin  ran  land  and  Jerusalem 
and  the  Palestinian  people  estab- 
lish an  independent  state  and 
achieve  sovereignty  on  our  land. 
we  will  be  able  to  say  that  there 
was  a difference  in  the  Israeli  posi- 
tion.

The  Israelis  should  withdraw 
from  Nablus  and  hand  it  over  to 
the  sons  of  the  Palestinian  people. 
After  that  I will  be  able  to  return 
there. 

in  the  Palestinian  street  there 
are  many  who  support  the  agree- 
ment and  many  who  oppose  it. 
What  is  the  true  situation? 

1 have  said  many  times  that  I 
object  greatly.  I expressed  my  ob- 
jection in  various  situations  and 
therefore  I repeat  again  and  say 
that  the  reliability  of  Israel  is 
doubtful.  Israeli  actions  demon- 
strate dearly  that  Israel  does  not 
want  peace  and  is  dragging  its 
heels.  The  proof  to  this  can  be 
found  in  the  wording  of  rhe  agree- 
ment. In  it  [it]  is  written  that  Israel 
would  begin  the  withdrawal  in  De- 
cember 199(3.  yet  she  postponed 
the  withdrawal  for  five  months. 

Even  more  so.  the  access  pas- 
sages were  supposed  to  be  in  the 
bands  of  the  Palestinians,  yet  Isra- 
el controls  them.

EMOCRATIC  candidates

Even  if  Clinton's  trip  1 4 the 
Middle  East  doesn't  give  Demo- 
cratic candidates  a boost  for  the 
November  S midterm  general 
election,  it  at  least  provides  him 
with  a welcome  foreign-policy  di- 
version from  an  inhospitable  cam- 
paign trail. 

Many  Democratic  candidates 
for  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Senate  and  local  offices  have  shied 
away  from  being  too  closely  iden- 
tified with  Clinton,  whose  approv- 
al ratings  on  domestic  issues  are 
low. 

But  the  president  won't  have  to 
worry  about  finding  people  willing 
to  share  platforms  with  him  as  he 
attends  the  peace-accord  signing 
between  Israel  and  Jordan,  then 
visits  the  region's  capitals  and 
speaks  to  US  troops  in  Kuwait. 

“When  presidents  get  ground 
down  in  domestic  politics,  they 
tend  to  look  for  ways  out  in  for- 
eign policy."  said  Erwin  Har- 
grove. a professor  at  Vanderbilt 


University  who  specializes  in  the 
presidency.  “Trips  abroad  help 
presidents  a little  bit.  Military  ac- 
tions help  presidents  a little  bit. 
It’s  the  rally-around-the-flag 
factor." 

"But  the  trouble  with  it  is.  it's 
usually  temporary,  as  George 
Bush  found  out"  after  the  Gulf 
war.  Hargrove1  added. 

Clinton  has  had  a string  of  re- 
cent foreign-policy  triumphs.  The 
nuclear,  accord  with  North  Korea 
and  the  agreement  between  Israel 
and  Jordan  follow  his  successes  in 
Iraq  and  Haiti. 

So  this  week's  trip  could  almost 
be  a foreign-policy  victory  lap  for 
Clinton. 

But  polls  show  that  Clinton 
hasn't  benefited  much  in  the  past 
from  foreign-policy  accomplish- 
ments or  foreign  trips.

ISRAEL’S  trade  balance  with  Europe 
should  improve  as  most  of  its  coun- 
tries' economies  are  coming  out  of 
recession.  Bundesbank  President 
Hans  Tietmeyer  said  yesterday. 

Tietmeyer,  who  spoke  at  a Bank  of 
Israel  news  conference  at  the  end  of  a 
five-day  visit  here,  noted  that  based 
on  Europe's  present  economic  recov- 
ery, trade  with  Israel  should  increase. 

Referring  to  the  difficulties  Israel 
faces  in  current  negotiations  to  open 
further  the  European  Union’s  market 
to  local  exports.  Tietmeyer  said  Ger- 
many supports  a Europe  that  is  as 
open  as  possible.  “We  are  not  in 
favor  of  any  protectionism  in  Eu- 
rope.” he  said. 

The  bead  of  Germany’s  central 
bank  gave  Israel's  economy  good 
marks,  while  warning  about  the  dan- 
gers of  inflation.  “Israel  is  on  a 
strong  growth  path.  I hope  that  infla- 
tion can  be  reduced  and  controlled 
since  price  stability  is  a precondition 
for  growth  and  employment  from  our 
experience,”  he  said.  He  added  that 
the  failure  to  base  economic  growth 
on  price  stability  would  be  risky  and 
dangerous  in  the  tong  term. 

Tietmeyer  refused  to  comment  on 
Bank  of  Israel  Governor  Jacob  Fren- 
kel's management  of  the  country's 
exchange  rare  policy,  bur  rather  fo- 
cused on  Germany's  experience. 
Sounding  like  a Bank  of  Israel  offi- 
cial, he  said  the  exchange  rate  must 
move  in  line  with  the  inflation  goal. 
He  also  warned  that  devaluations  are 
risky  since  they  contribute  to  infla- 
tion. “It  is  better  for  the  currency  to 
be  a little  overvalued  than  underval- 
ued." he  said.  A strong  exchange  rate 
contributes  to  stability  by  pushing  the 
economy  ahead,  he  added. 

Tietmeyer  noted  that  even  Germa- 
ny's industrialists  support  a strong 
currency  because  they  realized  in  the 
1960s  and  197(Js  that  the  short-term 
benefits  of  a weak  currency  were 
significantly  outweighed  by  the  long- 


er-term instability  created  by  higher 
prices. 

Asked  whether  the  elimination  of 
the  Arab  boycott  would  be  followed 
by  a greater  presence  of  German 
firms  here,  Tietmeyer  replied.  “1 
hope  that  the  peace  process  will  bring 
an  end  to  all  tensions,  and  German 
companies  will  be  more  interested  in 
investing  in  the  region." 

Tietmeyer  expressed  serious  reser- 
vations about  the  proposal  to  estab- 
lish a regional  development  bank  in 
this  part  of  the  world.  He  pointed  to 
the  difficult  experiences  encountered 
by  the  European  Bank  for  Recon- 
struction ana  Development  (EBRD) 
that  was  set  up  in  1990  to  help  the 
Soviet  bloc  move  towards  a maricet 
economy.  The  biggest  drawback,  ac- 
cording to  Tietmeyer,  is  the  long  peri- 
od of  time  it  takes  until  such  institu- 
tions become  effective.

Bank  of  Israel:  Unlinked 
shekel  loans  up  1.2%

PUBLIC  borrowing  of  unlinked 
shekel  loans  rose  12  percent  in  Sep- 
tember, a slower  pace  than  in  previ- 
ous months. 

The  Bank  of  Israel  announced  yes- 
terday that  unlinked  shekel  loans  in- 
creased last  month  to  NIS  53.46  bil- 
lion from  NIS  52.81b.  in  August 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
unlinked  shekel  credit  has  shot  up 
20.2%,  nearly  twice  the  rate  of  con- 
sumer price  increases. 

The  public  continued  borrowing 
apace,-  despite  the  central  bank’s 
1.5%  interest  hike  in  September. 

Commercial  banks’  interest  rates 
rose  an  average  of  1.5  percentage 
points  in  September,  reflecting  the 
J3ank  of  Israel’s  rate  hike  by  the  same 
amount  at  the  end  of  August 
\The  interest  commercial  banks 
charged  on  overdrafts  increased  to  an 
avetage  annual  rate  of  21.33%  from 
19.67%  in  August. 

Average  interest  on  credit  to  the 


public  rose  to  18.74%  from  17,21%. 

Fixed-term  interest  rates  on  credit 
increased  to  16.84%  from  15.43%. 

Interest  on  deposits  rose  to  11.57% 
from  10.32%  in  August.  Short-term

The  banks’  profit  margin  from 
transactions  with  the  public  rose  to.

Non-banking  institutions  - better 
known  as  the  "grey  market”  - can 
legally  charge  up  to  40.52%  interest 
on  unlinked  shekel  loans,  based  on 
the  Bank  of  Israel’s  published  aver- 
age rate,  that  banks  charge  on  such 
loans.

Bill  would  approve  no  new 
pension  funds  until  March  31

THE  establishment  of  new  pension 
funds  would  be  banned  until  March 
31,  instead  of  only  until  the  end  of 
this  month  as  originally  planned,  ac- 
cording to  a bill  approved  by  the 
Knesset  in  first  reading  last  night 

The  bill  also  extends  the  rule  that 
pension  funds  established  after  De- 
cember 31, 1993,  cannot  receive  spe- 
cial government  bonds  bearing  55% 
interest  - considerably  higher  than 
die  rates  available  on  the  capital 
markets. 

The  ban  was  meant  to  last  only 
until  the  government  prepared  a com- 
prehensive plan  for  pension  reform. 
This  plan  was  supposed  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  the  month,  but 
because  of  the  complexity  of  the  issue 
the  government  wants  more  time  be- 
fore making  any  final  decisions. 

Finance  Minister  Avraham  Shohat 
explained  that  since  existing  funds 
have  actuarial  deficits  totaling  in  the 
tens  of  billions  of  shekels,  the  cre- 
ation of  new  fends  without  such  defi- 
cits might  endanger  the  existing  ones, 

and  thereby  the  pensions  of  thou- 
sands of  people,  until  such  a compre- 
hensive reform  is  implemented. 


In  addition,  he  said  people  might 
switch  into  new  funds  from  provident 
fends  and  life  insurance  plans  In  large 
numbers,  causing  shock  waves  on  the 
rapffeti  markets. 

However,  opposition  MKs  at- 
tacked Shohat  for  legislating'' prefer-

“There’s  just  that  fear  of  rales,” 
said  Jack  Regan,  market  analyst  at 
Josephthal,  Lyon  and  Ross. 

The  Dow  Jones  industrial  average 
closed  down  4.71  points  at  3,850.59  - 
bringing  to  about  85  paints  the 
amount  the  index  has  lost  since  it 
began  falling  last  Thursday. 

Volume  on  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  was  a heavy  326. 1 million 
shares,  compared  with  282.8  million 
shares  Monday. 

Declines  beat  advances  1,409  to 
790  on  the  Big  Board. 

“The  fact  that  they’ve  broken 
through  (8%  on  the  long  bond  yield) 
and  held  through  it  just  worries  peo- 
ple a little  more,”  said  Marshall 
Acuff;  portfolio  strategist  at  Smith 
Barney.

“If  we  don’t,  unfortunately  it  looks 
like  it’s  going  to  be  a return  trip  right 
back  to  those  October  lows,”  he  said.

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HASS  AN  Sebtaoui  repeated  as  Jeru- 
salem Marathon  champion  yesterday 
amid  controversy  after  admitting  be 
bad  been  given  a ride  to  return  him  to 
the  proper  course. 

The  Moroccan-born  Frenchman 
strayed  from  the  course  at  the  37th 
kilometer,  the  entrance  to  Masua,  a 
developing  neighborhood  on  the  cap- 
ital's south  side.  Out  in  front  by  at 
least  a 10-minute  margin,  he  missed 
the  turn  and  began  running  down  a 
dirt  road.  Cries  from  passereby  were 
to  no  avail  for  Sebtaoui,  who  speaks 
neither  Hebrew  nor  English.  A vehi- 
cle went  after  him  and  returned  him 
to  the  course. 

“It's  not  my  problem,”  said  the 
31 -year-old,  “It  was  an  organizer’s 
car  which  picked  me  up.  ft  was  clear- 
ly marked,”  he  emphasized,  “with  a 
marathon  poster  affixed  to  it."  Fur- 
thermore. he  states,  “the  path  was 
improperly  marked.” 

Marathon  organizer  Yitzhak  Ofck 
said  that  he  had  turned  to  the  Associa- 
tion of  Athletic  Judges  for  a ruling. 
According  to  him,  Lhe  “exceptional 
circumstances’’  were  approved. 

Sebtaoui ’s  error  may  have  oc- 
curred when  the  command  car 
opened  up  too  big  a lead  and  he 
continued  straight  ahead  on  the  wind- 
ing course  when  he  should  have 
turned  right.  When  the  vans  with  the

England  wins  Ashes  opener  but  loses  Udal 


PERTH  (Reuter)  - Spinner  Shaun  Udal  added  to 
England’s  injury  woes  yesterday  when  he  broke  his 
left  thumb  during  England’s  crushing  seven-wicket 
win  in  its  opening  tour  match  in  Australia. 

Udal  sustained  the  fracture  in  attempting  a diffi- 
cult diving  catch  off  his  own  bowling  during  the 
limited  overs  fixture  against  the  Australian  Cricket 
Board  Chairman’s  XI. 

“I  cannot  hold  tbe  bat  or  field  at  the  moment  but 
there  is  no  problem  with  bowling.  I hope  to  be  back 
in  the  nets  bowling  tomorrow,”  Udal  said. 

The  Hampshire  off-spinner  joined  vice-captain 
Alec  Stewart  on  England's  casualty  list,  who  sus- 
tained a hairline  fracture  to  bis  right  index  finger 
during  a practice  match  on  Monday  and  is  expected 
to  be  out  of  action  for  10-14  days. 


After  dismissing  the  home  side,  a mix  of  current 
Sheffield  Shield  players  and  retired  Australian  test 
players,  for  232,  the  tourists  cruised  to  victory  in 
47.2  overs. 

Although  former  test  gTeat  Dennis  Lillee 
grabbed  the  early  wickets  of  England  captain  Mike 
Atherton  and  Graeme  Hick,  opener  Graham  Gooch 
steered  lhe  tourists  to  victory  with  a fine  129. 

Tasmanian  Ricky  Ponting  delighted  the  10,000 
spectators  at  Lilac  Hill  near  Perth  by  smashing  82 
off  as  many  deliveries  to  set  a reasonable  target 

England  faces  Australia  in  the  first  Test  in 
Brisbane,  starting  on  November  25. 

Lillee,  the  scourge  of  English  batsmen  daring 
the  1970s,  produced  a lively,  accurate  spell  at  the 
age  of  45,  conceding  just  32  runs  off  his  10  overs. 


Jeff  Thomson,  the  other  half  of  the  famous  pace 
duo,  bowled  seven  overs  for  30  runs.  Ex-captain 
Greg  Chappell  managed  to  score  three  runs  and 
conceded  11  runs  off  eight  trails  when  he  was 
called  on  to  bowL 

Man  of  the  match  Gooch,  who  smashed  19  fours 
and  two  sixes  off  130  deliveries,  said  of  Lillee: 
“Dennis  bowled  well  and  still  made  tbe  odd  one 
swing  away  at  lively  medium  pace. 

Gooch  and  Graham  Thorpe,  who  made  an  un- 
beaten 61,  added  169  for  the  third  wicket  in  29 
overs  to  seal  the  result 

Earlier,  England  pace  bowler  Darren  Gough  sent 
an  early  warning  to  tbe  Australians  by  grabbing 
five  wickets  at  a cost  of  32  runs,  including  a spell 
of  three  for  three  in  13  balls. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)- Greg  Maddux  of 
the  Atlanta  Braves  became  the  first 
pitcher  to  win  three  straight  Cy 
Young  Awards,  unanimously  sweep- 
ing the  National  League  honor  Mon- 
day with  an  overpowering  year  in  a 
season  dominated  by  hitting. 

The  Atlanta,  ace  was  16-6  with  a 
136  ERA,  die  third-lowest  in  75 
years.  His  ERA  was  more  than  2 VS 
runs  below  tbe  league  average,  the 
biggest  differential  in  Major  League 
history. 

The  Cy  Young  award  for  the 
American  League  was  to  be  an- 
nounced last  night 

Maddux,  28,  won  tbe  Cy  Young  in 
T992  with  the  Chicago  Cubs,  He  has 
won  it  both  years  since  signing  with 
the  Braves  as  a free  agent. 

Maddux’s  contract  gives  him  a bo- 
nus of  $750,000  for  winning  this 
award.  Braves  general  manager  John 
Schuerfaolz,  while  acknowledging 
Maddux’s  skill,  recently  said  he  did 
not  think  individual  awards  should  be 
presented  in  a season  that  stopped 
August  12  because  of  the  players’ 
strike. 

In  fact,  not  all  28  original  voters 
for  the  NL  Cy  Young  wrote  Mad- 
dux’s name.  Kit  Stier  of  the  Gannett 


Suburban  Newspapers  in  New  York, 
snbmitted  a blank  ballot  to  protest 
this  year’s  postseason  awards.  His 
vote,  however,  was  thrown  out  and  he 
. was  replaced  on  the  panel  by  another 
member  of  the  Baseball  Writers  As- 
sociation of  America. 

While  Maddux  officially  received 
140  points,  Montreal's  Ken  Hill  (16- 
5,  332  ERA)  was  runner-up  with  16 
second-place  voters  and  56  points. 
New.  York’s  Bret  Sabethagen  (14-4, 
2.74  ERA)  was  third  with  11  second- 
place  votes  and  42  points.  ' 

Maddux  became  tbe  sixth  pitcher 
to  win  three  Cy  Youngs.  Steve  Carl- 
ton is  the  career  leader  with  four. 

Voting  for  the  Cy  Young  began  in 
1956.  Before  1967,  the  award  was 
given  only  to  one  Major  League 
pitcher.* 

Sandy  Koufex  was  a three- time 
winner  and  was  a unanimous  choice 
in  1963, 1965  and  1966.  In  1964,  he 
was  19-5  with  a 1.74  ERA,  but  lost 
oat  to  Dean  Chance  of  the  AL’s  Los 
Angeles  Angels,  who  went  20-9  with 
a 1.65  ERA. 

Maddux  became  the  first  unani- 
mous Cy  Young  winner  since  Dodg- 
ers’ Orel  Hershiser  in  1988.  He  also 
batted  221

ADrNA  HOFFMAN 

★★★  BURNT  BY  THE  SUN  - It's  the  summer  of 
1936  and  Red  Army  Colonel  Serguei  Kotov  is 
spending  his  day  off  at  the  dacha,  ladling  thick 
soup  and  munching  chunks  of  bread  with  his 
radiant  wife,  his  young  daughter,  and  a hodge- 
podge of  various  friends  and  relations.  Russian 
director  Nikita  Mikhalkov's  movie  is  neither  a 
nostalgic  period  piece  nor  a harsh  retrospective 
judgment  of  a traumatic  era.  Instead,  the  film 
attempts  to  sympathetically  reconstruct  the  whims 
and  hesitations  that  propel  a small  group  of  peo- 
ple through  a single  difficult  day.  Burnt  has  a silly 
undercurrent  (one  memorable  sequence  involves 
fat  women  in  bathing  suits  and  gas  masks)  but 
pathos  is  never  far  off.  As  the  film’s  darker  histori- 
cal themes  begin  to  emerge,  we  realize  that  we're 
surrounded  on  all  sides  by  longing  as  painful  and 
insurmountable  as  that  in  The  Cherry  Orchard.

A WOMAN  soldier  reported  early 
yesterday  morning  that  she  was  raped 
by  struck  driver  who  gave  her  a ride 
from  Beersheba. 

The  driver,  from  the  village  of  Jal- 


julya  in  the  North,  W3S  arrested,  but 
he  denies  the  allegations.  During  a 


he  denies  the  allegations.  During  a 
search  of  his  truck,  over  five  kilo- 
grams of  hashish  were  found,  but  he 
denied  any  connection  to  the  drug. 

The  soldier,  19,  from  Eilat,  is  sta- 
tioned at  a base  in  the  South.  She  was 
on  a two-day  leave  and  spent  the  first 
part  of  Monday  night  at  the  Canion 
Hanegev  shoppingfmall  in  Beershe- 
ba. At  around  midnight,  she  parted 
from  her  friends  at  the  hitchhiking 
station  at  the  city's  southern  exit 

Shortly  afterwards,  a truck  stopped 
and  offered  her  a ride.  The  driver  said 
be  was  going  to  Eilat.  She  got  in,  and 
he  drove  to  Dimona.  During  (he  trip, 
she  and  the  driver  barely  spoke,  the 


soldier  said. 

When  they,  reached  the  Dimona 
industrial  zone,  the  soldier  said,  the 
driver  stopped  the  truck,  opened  the 
door  on  her  side  of  the  cab,  and 
pushed  her  onto  a bed  behind  the  cab, 
where  he  raped  her.  He  then  proceed- 
ed to  the  gas  station  at  the  city  exit, 
but  apparently  committed  a traffic 
violation  that  was  seen  by  a Traffic 
Police  patrol,  which  stopped  the 
truck. 

The  soldier  jumped  from  the  truck 
and  told  police  her  story.  Police  took 
her  to  an  IPF  clinic  near  Beereheba, 
where  she  was  admitted  and 
examined.

KUPAT  Holim  Clalit’s  workers 
havt  'ureatened  to  strike  commu- 
nity clinics  and  hospitals  unless 
they  receive  their  salaries  on  No- 
vember 5 as  scheduled. 

The  health  fond  management 
yesterday  responded  by  saying  that 
“tiie  recovery  program  is  depen- 
dent on  an  agreement  with  the 
workers.  We  caD  on  the  workers  to 
join  us  and  reach  an  agreement  to 
prevent  the  health  fond  from  be- 
coming paralyzed.” 

The  government  and  Clalit  man- 
agement insist  that  Workers  con- 
tribute to  the  recovery  program  by 
working  longer  hoars  for  less  pay 
and  accepting  the  dismissal  of 
many  employees. 

The  union  - representing  all  of 
Clalit’s  workers,  excluding  physi- 
cians - said  the  Treasury  has  made 
payment  of  October's  wages  condi- 
tional on  the  workers’  agreement 
to  a painful  recovery  program. 

Acting  onion  chief  Moshe  Ze- 
finger,  in  a letter  to  Clalit  director- 
general  Avjgdor  Kaplan,  said  staff- 
ers would  not  agree  to  this  linkage 
between  salaries  and  sacrifices  in- 
volved in  a recovery  program. 

“We  won’t  allow  oar  wages, 
needed  to  support  our  families,  to 
turn  into  a hostage  of  the  Finance 
Ministry  or  any  other  body,”  Ze- 
linger  said.  “The  staff  is  willing  to 
do  its  part  in  improving  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  health  fond  - 
2^00  employees  have  been  dis- 
missed so  for  - but  we  will  not 
agree  to  such  tactics.  We  are  ride 
and  tired  of  the  attitude  toward 
workers.” 

A strike  would  encompass  25,000 
workers  at  all  12  Clalit  hospitals 
and  over  1,000  community  clinics.

MINIMUM  arnona  (property  tax) 
rates  will  rise  next  year  by  the  infla- 
tion rate  for  residential  braidings  and 
considerably  more  than  that  for  ev- 
eryone else,  the  Knesset  Finance 
Committee  decided  yesterday. 

For  residences,  the  minimum  ar- 
nona rate  will  rise  13.6%,  to  NIS  15.9 
per  square  meter,  while  the  maximum 
rate  will  rise  10%,  to  NIS  59. 

The  government  bad  requested  an 
18%  rise  in  the  minimum  rate,  but  the 
committee  said  there  was  no  justifica- 
tion for  rairing  the  rate  by  more  than 
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inflation.  \ 

For  other  types  of  buildings,  the 
mjnimnm  rate  will  increase  20% 
25%.  However,  committee  coalition 
whip  Avraham  Poraz  (Meretz)  said 
that  few  businesses  actually  pay  the 
mmimnwi  rate,  so  die  effective  rise  in 
their  rates  will  be  less. 

Furthermore,  he  said,  the  current 
minimum  rate  does  not  cover  the  mu- 
nicipalities’ expenses,  so  there  is  jus- 
tification for  the  steep  rise. 


Maximum  rates  increased  by  only 
9%-l0%  for  most  businesses. 

The  one  exception  was  the  banks, 
for  whom  the  committee  said  z 10% 
rise  was  too  high,  and  lowered  it  to 
5%. 

Poraz  explained  that  banks  entxeut- 
ly  pay  four  times  as  much  arnona  as 
other  businesses,  and  the  committee 
wanted  to  reduce  this  disparity. 

The  committee  also  increased  the 
maximum  permissible  discount  for 
paying  arnona  all  at  once,  instead  of 
every  month,  from  4%  to  5%.

By  choocing  Boris  Godunov,  un- 
doubtedly the  greatest  Russian  opera 
ever  written,  for  its  first  festive  pro- 
duction at  the  new  building,  manage- 
ment has  taken  quite  a chance. 

Boris,  one  of  the  most  problematic 
operas  to  stage,  allows  no  mediocrity. 
It  roust  be  very  good  to  succeed. 

And  the  production  of  the  New 
Israeli  Opera  was  indeed  very  good. 
Although  it  was  not  an  overwhelming 
performance,  it  was  one  of  which  any 
leading  opera  house  in  the  world 
would  be  proud.

A REPRESENTATIVE  of  then- 
prime  minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  was 
involved  in  preparing  the  1987  Lon- 
don agreement  with  Jordan,  Deputy 
Foreign  Minister  Yossi  Beilin  told 
the  Knesset  yesterday,  hut  Shamir 
flatly  denied  this. 

The  agreement,  which  called  for  an 
international  conference  to  discuss 
the  Israeli- Arab  dispute,  was  negoti- 
ated by  Foreign  Minister  Shimon 
Peres  and  King  Hussein.  Shamir  re- 
jected it,  and  charged  that  it  had  been 
reached  behind  his  back. 

“In  addition  to  Shimon  Peres  and 


myself,  a very  senior  representative 
of  then-prime  minister  Yitzhak  Sha- 


of  then-prime  minister  Yitzhak  Sha- 
mir participated  [in  the  meeting],” 
Beilin  said. 

“Today  it  is  possible  to  say  what 
we  couldn’t  say  all  those  years:  There 
was  never  a bigger  lie  than  Jtal  the 
London  agreement  circumvented 
Yitzhak  Shamir.  The  meeting  [be- 
tween Peres  and  Hussein]  took  place 
with  [Shamir’s]  knowledge.  The 
agreement  was  drawn  up  during  the 
meeting,  with  no  advance  draft,  and 


Shamir’s  representative  participated 
in  drafting  it” 

Shamir,  however,  vigorously  de- 
nied this. 

“No  personal  representative  of 
mine  was  presents,  at  this  meeting,” 
he  said. 

Shamir  said  he  assumed  Beilin  was 
referring  to  the  Mossad’s  Ephraim 
Halevy,  who  was  responsible  for  ar- 
ranging the  meeting. 

However  he  said  that  this  is  the 
first  he  has  heard  that  Halevy  was 
present. 

Halevy  was  not  there  as  his  repre- 
sentative, Shamir  said,  and  he  did  not 
report  to  him  afterwards. 

“And  if  he  was  there,  he  did  not 
participate  in  the  drafting  of  the 
agreement,”  Shams  added. 

Shamir  also  rejected  Beilin’s 
charge  that  he  had  missed  a chance  to 
achieve  peace  with  Jordan  after  this 
meeting,  saying  there  was  “no  re- 
semblance and  no  connection”  be- 
tween the  London  agreement  and  the 
agreement  to  be  signed  today,  which 
he  supports.
